Mr. SrEAkER: The undersigned, members of the joint com- 
inittee of ways and means and education, to whom was referred, 
Council Bill No. БА “ап act to provide for the issue of terri- 
torial bonds, end to provide for the establishment: and mainte- 
nance of. schools in Idaho territory," respectfully. report, , 


That, after mature consideration, we have come to theo con- ` 


clusion that; the interests. of education, moral culture, and а 
due regard.for the fature, prosperity of the people of our ter. 
ritory, jmperatively demand the passage of the bill, with slight 
amendments. à 

| By making t the endowinent, ‘provided for in the act, not only 
willthe great interests o of education, be promoted, but orphan. 
asylums and hospitals, which] Вахе always. been its twins sisters, 
will be established. in, out territory. under. the control of “the - 
^ Sisters of- Charity „алй Mercy”. by- whom, the. helpless, and 
Roprotected orphan, and-the, victim of disease, i in all its varied 
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forms, will be alteviated, nourished and sustained. It should 
be borne in mind that the thirty-sisth section, from the pro- 
ceeds of which this endowment is made, has no connection with 
the funds arising from the sixteenth section, which has always 
been applied to common schools; but that when the policy was 
inaugurated by the federal government of granting the thirty- 
sixth section, it was for the benefit of the higher order of edu- 
cational institutions, and comes peculiarly within the purview 
of this act, being usually called the “university fund.” 

That the thirty-sixth section within our territory embraces 
one million, eight hundred thousand acres, with an equal 
amount for the benefit of the common schools; that, by act of 
Congress, should the landsfu прой! suey being made falling 
upon the sixteenth and thirty-sixth sections be of little value, 
the school lands may be passed or transferred to desirable lo- 
ealities, thus 1endering the whole of the immeuse donation by 
Congress available; and the endowment provided by this act, 
and from which such immense benefits will be conferred by 
advancing the educational, moral, and physical condition of our 
people, will at the utmost require but two per cent. of the

проц the ‘treasury, and’ provides that по; money shall be paid 
from the treasury: until at least, two schools, contemplated by . 
this act, shall have been. established and be in. successful oper- 
ation. 

Your-committee recommend striking out the word “two” 
and inserting: “three” before the. word “schools” in third line 
Bec. 4 г thereby securing the educational fund from a possibility . 
of: Јов, 

We further. recommend'the, accompanying; amendment; to 
section five, in, order that no expense attending the carrying 
out of the ‘objects, of the ЪЁ сап be a.cliarge: upon the com- 
тар sehool fand. Another important consideration is the fact 
that a surveyor generals office has been established in our ter- 
ritory, and with the opening of spring surveys will be com- 
тепсей, and the fund created. by this act made available at an 
early day. In conclusion we earnestly request the house of 
repteseütatives to take into consideration as а guarantee of the 
intention of the corporator to extend to the. people of our ter- 
ritory the incaletlable advantages of a mental and moral 
training for our children and youth as well as for the establish-

sated by legislative enactment.
